Is Average Here

Torrance has an average per
capita cost ‘of municipal govern-
ment, according to a publication
just {ssued by Ray L. Riley. state
controller. - The ' cost per person
here is $19.76. +

While ‘several nearby cities, to
which Torrance may be compared,
have lower per capita costs, it
may be noted that thls city has a
larger comparative area in propor-
tion to its population than any of

them. In this class are Hunting-
ton Park, $1194; South Gate,
$12,96; ‘Inglewood, $16.60; Maywood,

$10.89; - Hawthorne. . $18.16; _San
Gabriel, $12.49, and Compton, $17.32,
Bell has the lowest cost as Its
governmental operations total but
$8.19' per capita.

Signal Hill, $560.66, or Beverly
Hills, $47.99,
